The  Golden  Years 

Harry  A.  Brown's  42  Years  of  Service  to  Rochester 


For  the  past  42  years,  Harry  A.  Brown  Jr.  has 
worked  in  one  capacity  or  another  in  what  he  likes 
to  call  the  "small  town  government"  of  Rochester. 
From  serving  as  Town  Moderator  in  the  1950's  to  his 
recent  tenure  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  it  is  readily 
apparent  that  Mr.  Brown  not  only  enjoys  getting 
involved  with  the  community,  but  thrives  on  it. 

Oddly  enough,  when  he  first  settled  into  the 
rural  town  with  his  wife,  Helena,  he  was  drawn  into 
the  workings  of  Rochester's  political  system 
somewhat  reluctantly  and  very  much  by  chance. 

"Back  in  1950,  my  wife  and  I  moved  into 
Rochester  when  we  got  married  and  the  first  Town 
Meeting  that  I  went  to  was  in  March  of  1951,"  Mr. 
Brown  recently  recalled.  "The  Town  Moderator  at 
the  time  was  Rev.  Nyman.  He  opened  the  Town 
Meeting  ...  took  up  Articles  1  through  4  ...  and  then 
someone  made  a  motion  to  take  up  Article  28  out  of 
order.  The  motion  passed  and  Rev.  Nyman  resigned 
and  stepped  off  the  stage." 

After  much  discussion  and  haggling  over 
who  would  take  over  the  duties  of  Town  Moderator, 
Rev.  Nyman  —  having  dealt  with  Mr.  Brown  during 
military  funerals  in  his  capacity  as  Commander  of 
the  VFW  Post  in  Marion  —  moved  that  he  be  elected 
as  Town  Moderator.  Mr.  Brown,  having  only  been  a 
resident  of  the  town  for  nine  months,  reluctantly 
accepted  the  position  and  took  his  place  behind  the 
podium  to  resume  the  Town  Meeting. 

"I  didn't  know  what  Article  28  was  yet,  I 
hadn't  even  looked  that  far  ahead,"  he  said.  "I  went 
up  there  and  took  up  the  article  which  was  to  see  if 
the  town  would  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  money 
to  build  the  Memorial  School.  Eventually  it  was 
voted  down.  But  during  1951  I  was  elected  from  the 
floor  each  time  for  the  next  six  consecutive  Town 
Meetings,  all  of  which  concerned  the  Memorial 
School  issue. 

"After  being  drafted  from  the  floor  so  many

times  as  Town  Moderator,  I  decided  in  1952  to 
officially  run  for  the  position,  which  I  served 
continuously  from  then  until  1964." 

After  a  long  struggle,  Memorial  School  was 
finally  built  and  it  became  just  one  of  many  proud 
moments  in  Harry  Brown's  long  political  career  in 
the  Town  of  Rochester. 

Although  on  first  glance  the  New  Bedford 
native  strikes  one  as  a  typical,  understanding  father 
figure,  upon  closer  inspection,  the  years  of 
experience  and  knowledge  shine  through.  He 
relishes  talking  about  the  town  and  its  residents, 
how  Rochester  has  grown  over  the  years,  and  how 
much  different  things  were  back  in  the  early  days  of 
what  turned  out  to  be  a  lifelong  vocation  for  him. 

"It  was  right  in  this  room  where  the  elections 
and  Town  Meetings  were  held,"  he  said  in  reference 
to  what  is  now  the  Conference  Room  in  Town  Hall. 
"This  is  where  we  did  everything.  (The  Town 
Clerk's)  office  was  actually  the  stage  ...  and  above 
the  floor  here  was  a  balcony  where  some  of  the  kids 
would  sit  and  watch  the  Town  Meeting.  It  was  nice 
back  then,  I  really  liked  it. 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,  I'd  really  like  to  see 
some  of  the  town  organizations  get  together  and 
bring  back  the  old  style  Town  Meetings  on  a 
Saturday.  Everyone  could  meet  in  the  morning  and 
break  for  lunch  with  either  a  picnic  or  a  clambake, 
and  different  groups  could  provide  entertainment 
for  the  kids.  I  think  in  many  ways  the  Town  Meeting 
has  become  too  much  like  (city  government)." 

Indeed,  a  lot  has  changed  over  the  years. 
When  Harry  first  moved  here  with  Helena  to  keep

share  of  low  points.  He  recalled  the  frustration  he 
faced  when  trying  to  plan  ahead  by  making 
renovations  and  repairs  to  town  property  during  his 
first  stint  as  Selectman  from  1969  to  1972. 

"I'm  a  strong  believer  in  planning  ahead,"  he 
said.  "We  all  realize  that  everything  in  town  wears 
out  eventually  and  if  we  wait  too  long,  we've  got  a 
fire  to  put  out.  And  I  wasn't  getting  anywhere 
because  no  one  was  willing  to  plan  ahead.  We  were 
better  off  financially  then  than  we  are  now.  I  got 
disgusted.  It  was  like  banging  my  head  against  the 
wall.  So  I  stepped  down." 

At  the  time  he  first  stepped  down  as 
Selectman,  Mr.  Brown  had  been  serving  as  Assistant 
Wiring  Inspector  under  Tim  O'Brien.  When  Mr. 
O'Brien  suffered  a  heart  attack,  Mr.  Brown  stepped 
into  the  position  as  the  town's  Wiring  Inspector  —  a 
position  he  held  right  up  until  1989. 

One  of  the  more  difficult  feats  Mr.  Brown  has 
managed  to  accomplish  over  the  years  is  to  walk  the 
fine  line  between  maintaining  tradition  while 
ushering  in  new  —  and  what  some  would  term 
"radical"  —  ideas  into  town  government.  With  a 
fairly  even  distribution  of  younger  and  older 
residents  in  town,  Mr.  Brown  tried  and  usually 
succeeded  at  keeping  everyone  happy. 

Two  examples  are  his  belief  in  cluster  zoning 
to  maintain  the  integrity  of  the  town's  rural 
landscape  and  his  continued  support  of  the  local 
school  systems  —  including  the  unpopular 
engineering/repair  study  for  Old  Rochester 
Regional  High  School  which  residents  shot  down  on 
three  previous  occasions. 

"You  can't  let  things  like  that  go.  The  work 
has  got  to  be  done  eventually,"  he  said.  "I  served  as

Mattapoisett  Selectmen's  Meeting 
January  26,1993 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board 
of  Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday, 
January  26  at  7:04  pm  by  Chairman  John  N.

The  Massachusetts  Highway  Department 
(MHD)  informed  the  board  of  their  plans  to  send 
money  owed  to  the  Town  of  Marion  for  land  they 
took  custody  of.  The  land  is  located  off  of  Front 
Street  behind  the  Children's  Depot  and  was 
purchased  by  the  MHD  to  allow  water  to  drain  off 
from  the  road. 

At  7:15  pm,  Manuel  Monteiro  and  Marion 
Cub  Scouts  arrived  to  observe  the  town  officials  in 
action.  Their  mission  would  help  them  earn  a 
citizenship  badge.  Selectmen  took  the  time  to  field  a 
few  questions  from  the  well-mannered  boys,  such 
as:  what  their  duties  were,  why  they  became 
interested  in  their  position,  and  if  pollution  was  a 
problem  in  Marion.  Selectman  Pratt  pointed  out  that 
the  board  upholds  their  policy  of  helping  people, 
avoiding  the  formal  setting  that  other  town  meetings 
may  retain. 

Harbormaster  George  A.  Jennings  applied  to 
the  U.S.  Coast  Guard  for  a  permit  for  the  fireworks 
display,  which  will  take  place  on  Silvershell  Beach 
on  Sunday,  July  4, 1993  at  9:00  pm.  The  board 
accepted  the  request,  assuming  that  funding  and 
organization  will  prevail  in  their  plans. 

Permit  applications  for  any  marine  event 
which  seeks  a  safety  zone  must  be  sent  120  days  in 
advance.  The  Administrative  Procedures  Act  states 
that  specific  requirements  must  be  met  in  order  to 
acquire  non-emergent  safety  zones.

Under  Board  of  Health  business,  Chairman 
Edwin  "Ted"  Pratt  read  a  letter  pertaining  to  a 
potential  quarantine  facility  to  cage  rabid  animals. 
Dr.  Towers,  head  of  State  Veterinarians  in  Delaware, 
voiced  his  opinion  about  the  subject  in  a  separate 
letter.  To  sum  it  up,  he  noted  that  it  would  be 
ridiculous  to  spend  tax  dollars  on  this  type  of 
facility.  He  stated  that  any  person  who  does  not 
abide  by  the  vaccination  law  can  suffer  negative 
consequences.  They  should  either  euthanize  the 
animal  or  enclose  it  in  a  cage  approved  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Services. 

Ecological  Engineering  Associates  asked  the 
board  to  grant  them  permission  to  run  a  research 
facility  at  the  Solar  Aquatics  Greenhouse  at  the 
Marion  landfill  to  treat  sewerage.  Their  ultimate  goal 
is  to  reduce  harmful  nitrogen  in  wastewater.  Along 
with  the  change,  the  facility  could  accommodate  an 
average  flow  of  750  to  1,000  gallons  of  sewerage  per 
day. 

Returning  to  Board  of  Selectmen  business, 
conditions  of  the  Taber  Academy  and  Music  Hall 
were  addressed.  Chairwoman  Schaefer  expressed 
that  "the  time  has  come  to  recognize  that  we  have 
two  facilities  in  need  of  repair  and  maintenance." 
Music  Hall  repairs  will  cost  approximately  $230,000. 
Presently  it  is  only  used  for  VFW  and  Boy  Scout

Hughes  said.  "So  I  have  no  problem  with  lumping 
them  together  in  the  budget."

requested.  Georgia  Chamberlain,  Chairwoman  of 
the  Conservation  Commission,  noted  that  the 
company  has  already  notified  them  of  the  change. 

Next  on  the  agenda  was  a  brief  meeting  with 
Heather  Bare,  Handicap  Coordinator,  and  Robert 
Francis,  Building  Inspector,  concerning  the  state's 
Office  of  Disability  requirements.

At  7:30  pm,  Chairman  Brown  announced  the 
opening  of  sealed  bids  for  the  purchase  and  delivery 
of  #2  fuel  oil  to  heat  Town  Hall,  exclusive  of  the 
library  as  previously  suggested.  The  following  two 
bids  were  received: 

•  Hiller  Fuel  Company,  Marion,  MA  —  .064 
cents  over  posted  daily  tank  price. 

•  Tri-Town  Oil  Company,  Rochester,  MA  —

Selectman  Hughes  said  that  since  the  "rack 
price"  and  "tank  price"  were  essentially  the  same,  he 
would  recommend  going  with  the  low  bidder.

A  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Board  of  Health 
(BOH)  to  Joseph  Zeady  concerning  a  failed  septic 
system  at  the  Rochester  General  Store  was  next  sent 
to  Selectmen.  According  to  the  letter,  Mr.  Zeady 
must  repair  the  system  within  thirty  days  (February 
20)  and  advised  him  that  he  may  ask  for  a  hearing 
before  the  BOH  by  filing  a  petition  within  seven 
days  (January  27).  Failure  to  comply  with  this  order 
could  force  an  emergency  closure  of  the 
establishment  without  notice. 

A  copy  of  the  New  Cable  TV  Act  of  1992  was 
sent  to  the  board  from  Kopelman  and  Paige 
explaining  the  new  rules  and  regulations  established 
under  the  law. 

The  Plymouth  County  Retirement 
Association  notified  the  board  in  a  letter  of  their 
Early  Retirement  Incentive  Program.  Selectman 
Hughes  asked  Chairman  Brown  if  he  had  taken 
advantage  of  the  program.  Chairman  Brown  said  no 
but  he  wishes  he  had. 

The  last  piece  of  incoming  correspondence 
was  a  letter  from  Joseph  Freitas,  Jr.  of  the  Plymouth 
County  Conservation  District,  advising  the  board  of 
the  importance  of  having  "farmers"  and  those  with 
"agricultural  expertise"  serving  on  the  Conservation 
Commission. 

"Many  commissions  have  no  knowledge 
about  the  farming  activities  that  are  exempt  or  the 
limited  process  for  agriculture,"  wrote  Mr.  Freitas. 

Selectman  Hawkes  said  she  agrees  that 
people  with  agricultural  knowledge  are  beneficial  to 
a  conservation  commission.  Chairman  Brown  and 
Selectman  Hughes  said  they  didn't  question  this 
matter,  but  rather  the  abundance  of  cranberry 
growers  on  the  town's  Conservation  Commission 
which  might  cause  the  lack  of  a  quorum  when 
voting  on  bog  issues.

a  par  with  what  each  community  is  capable  of 
spending  and  not  what  they  have  been  spending  in 
the  past. 

In  Rochester's  case,  the  town  currently 
spends  $5,460  per  pupil,  and  the  proposed 
foundation  budget  (how  much  they  should  be 
spending)  is  $5,503.  Rep.  Straus  said  this  puts  the 
town  in  a  good  position,  as  they  are  spending  99.3 
percent  of  recommended  per  pupil  expenditures. 
This  would  mean  an  estimated  $116  per  pupil  in 
state  aid  if  the  bill  is  passed  in  its  current  form. 

•  The  Board  of  Selectmen's  ongoing  concern 
over  paying  out  unemployment  benefits  to  part-time 
workers  who  are  still  employed  by  the  town. 
Selectman  Hughes  asked  Rep.  Straus  if  there  was 
anything  he  could  to  rectify  this  problem,  especially 
when  the  town  is  being  penalized  for  keeping 
someone  on  the  payroll. 

•  The  selectmen's  recent  problems  with 
collecting  outstanding  debts  for  ambulance  service 
—  especially  from  the  state  in  cases  where  Medicaid 
or  Medicare  is  billed.  "We're  paying  into  the  state 
coffers,"  Selectman  Hughes  said.  "But  we're  not 
getting  reimbursed." 

•  Chairman  Brown  asked  Rep.  Straus  if  there 
was  any  way  to  channel  lottery  monies  back  into  the 
towns  as  promised.  "Originally  we  were  supposed

"Right  now, 
we're  only  collecting  about  28  to  30  percent." 

Rep.  Straus  pledged  to  do  the  best  he  could 
do  to  help  resolve  some  of  these  important  issues 
and  will  make  regular  visits  to  the  board  to  keep 
them  abreast  of  what  is  happening.  In  addition,  Rep. 
Straus  will  be  scheduling  regular  office  hours  at  the 
Rochester  Town  Hall,  beginning  this  Friday,  January 
29  from  9:00  to  10:30  am. 

Selectmen  then  discussed  the  remaining 
agenda  items: 

•  Randal  P.  Cabral,  who  expressed  interest  in 
the  vacancy  on  the  Conservation  Commission  was 
briefly  questioned  by  Chairman  Brown.  Mr.  Cabral 
said  he  would  be  willing  to  do  any  paperwork  that 
went  with  the  position  and  could  be  available  for 
special  sessions  "with  a  24  to  48  hour  notice."

15.  The  goal  was  to  design  and  build  a  helicopter 
that  would  flutter  to  the  ground  at  the  lowest  rate 
possible.  Those  students  who  completed  the 
assignments  received  certificates  of  merit  and  other 
top  winners  also  received  ribbons.

Diana,  Princess  of  Wales,  has  captured  the  hearts  and  headlines  since 
she  first  appeared  on  the  royal  tun.  What  seemed  like  a  fairy  tale  dream 
come  true  has  become  more  like  a  nasty  nightmare,  with  the  prince 
charming  the  wrong  woman  and  leaving  Di  trapped  in  the  hollow  shell  of 
a  loveless  marriage. 

With  the  support  of  Diana's  inner  circle  —  and,  some  will  believe  with 
Di's  complicity  —  Andrew  Morton  has  written  Diana:  Her  True  Story.

Valentine's  Day  is  still  two  weeks  away,  but  I  was  so  moved  by  Robert 
James  Waller's  first  novel  that  I  didn't  want  to  wait.  The  Bridges  of  Madison 
County  is  about  love  —  the  intense  love  found  by  two  people,  both  lonely 
and  in  very  different  ways. 

They  met  by  accident  and  spent  only  four  muggy  August  days  together, 
but  their  love  burned  in  their  hearts,  though  separated  Dy  continents  and 
years,  until  they  died  —  and  maybe  not  even  then. 

Waller's  spare  prose  benefits  by  being  read  aloud,  and  Waller  reads  his 
novel  as  well  as  any  accomplished  actor.  Robert  is  a  serious  photographer, 
a  loner  who  travels  the  world  on  assignment.  Francesca  is  the  wife  of  an 
Iowa  farmer  whom  she  met  and  married  in  her  native  Naples  just  after 
World  War  II.  She  had  studied  literature  in  Italy,  but  now  was  a  good 
farmer's  wife  and  the  mother  of  two  very  American  children. 

Her  meeting  with  Robert  reawakens  her  passion,  long  put  aside.
